The new state highway commission 
is just sending out to the highway 
commissioners a circular recommend­ 
ing the general use of the Missouri 
road drag for the continuous 
im ­ 
provement of the ordinary country 
roads. This implement can be made 
a t home, a t normal expense, and its 
use iu surfacing the roadbed after 
storm or in the spring break-up 
goes a long way towards better con­ 
ditions. 
Now, while our Dixou road com­ 
missioners are dragging out a miser­ 
able existence on account of the fact 
that they were dragged down into a 
sort of slough of despond by a cir­ 
cular of complaint issued the night 
before election, would it not be well 
to give the Missouri road arag a trial, 
and thus fill up the ruts and level off 
the knobs in our roads? 
The sole purpose of this road drag 
is to go over the road after heavy 
rains or the spring 
break-up 
and 
move just enough of the material to 
fill ail holes and raise or crown the 
road slightly in the center, enabling 
the water to* pass off readily as It 
falls. This must be done before the 
surface begins to compact, while the 
muddy condition is on. 
The road drag is not all that is 
equisite to good roads every where, 
but it m akes a vast improvement in 
the common soil roads, and it costs 
little.

The whole globe of Mars, which has a I 
diameter of about half that of the : 
earth (528 thousandths—0,728 kilome­ 
ters or 1.281 miles) weighs only lu5 
thousandths of our globe, or 025,584 
quintillions of kilograms. The density 
of the materials which comp ose Mars 
is inferior to that of the substances 
which comp ose the earth iu the p rop or­ 
tion of 711 to 
1.000. 
If we comp are 
this density with that of water, for 
examp le, we find that the mean density 
of the earth is live and a half times 
(5.50) greater than that of water, or, 
iu other words, our globe weighs five 
and oue-half times as much as a globe 
of water of tlie same dimensions. But 
Mars weighs not quite four times (3.91) 
as much as u glol>e of water of its di­ 
mensions. 
Its comp onent substances 
are. then, less dense than ours. 
Once more, gravity there is much 
less p owerful than up on the earth, in 
the p rop ortion of 37(5 to 1,000-—tliat is 
to say that a mass of 
1,(KK> p ounds 
transp orted to Mars and there weighed, 
by a sp ring balance would weigh only 
370 p ounds and that a man weighing 
100 p ounds up on the earth would weigh 
only 00 p ounds up on the surface of the 
neighboring globe. 
Here we have ab­ 
solute data, demonstrated mathematic­ 
ally and indisp utable, data with which 
imagination has nothing whatever to 
do.
